Peter Kormos, who is 
seeking the leadership of the Ontario 
New Democratic Party paid 
Laurentian University a visit Friday 
March 8. After speaking in a number 
of political science classes, Kormos 
gave an opportunity to a small but 
interested number of students to ask 
questions. 

Kormos, clearly came 
across as a supporter of working class 
people, he stated that if the NDP 
were to return to power he would 
reinstate the NDP's Bill 40 which 
banned the use of strike breaking 
scabs. Kormos further demonstrated 
his support for working class f)eople 
by declaring himself an "advocate of 
public ownership." In terms of the 
economic crisis in Ontario, Kormos 
was bitter as if he was suffering the 
burden of unemployment himself; he 
whispered simply and without 
emotion "I am tired of 
unemployment." 

During the tow hours spent 
in the Senate Chambers, Kormos 
shifted his body in all sorts of 
positions, each seemingly as 
uncomfortable as the next. When 
asked about affirmative action 
policies he sat up and then leaned 
back in his chair, confident in his 
reply. When asked about state 
regulation, he began by placing his 
cowboy boots up on another chair 
and again concluded by resting back 
in his chair, sure in his response, his 
movements did not indicate 
nervousness but rather the excitement 
of a man filled with ideas. Kormos 
believes a government should "seize 
control of a facet of the economy to 
create jobs." Capturing the irony of 
the present course of government, 
Kormos declared that we need 
"ownership of the economy." 



Determination is the way to 
describe Peter Kormos in terms of 
the direction he wants to take the 
NDP. He conceded that the NDP has 
shifted from the "left" to the "right" 
in terms of its politics. Humorously 
put, he said Ontario does not need 
one conservative party (Mike Harris) 
and two liberal parties. Most 
importantly on his agenda was that 
the NDP return to being labours' 
political wing and never again sellout 
labour as was done in the Social 
Contract, which Kormos never 
supported. True to the spirit of the 
NDP, Kormos acknowledged that the 
NDP is a "coalition of views," and 
that all views must be respected. 

Peter Kormos has been 
described as a "loose canon" and 
"too left" for the left wing party. In 
Ontario it has become fashionable to 
be conservative.

When asked how far he was willing 
to go in terms of state regulation and 
ownership, Kormos replied, "as far 
as it takes." Mike Harris is the flag 
bearer of a right wing plutocracy and 
he needs a challenger. With my brief 
encounter with Peter Kormos; I would 
conclude that he is an incredibly 
capable challenger. If Peter Kormos 
is true to his word, he will not only 
challenge the role, agenda and ideas 
of Mike Harris, he will alsochallenge 
the people of Ontario to question 
their role, agenda and ideas, 
something everyone would agree this 
province desperately needs.

Which means ©at either someone 
must be providi» fiaoding to ensure 
that these needs a|e met, orthat this is 
not being done and people in our 
society are attemptl^ to live withovtt 
their basic needs haviBB been met. In 
the former case, members of the 
public assume the finanocli^jwden 
off loaded onto them by govemm( 
Health Care, Education, Welfare, etc., 
are paid for, by us personally, in 
various ways (i.e. user fees, higher 
tuition, and donations, etc.), rather 
than collectively. In the latter case, 
social costs to our society register in 
financial terms by the socio-economic 
emergencies, as persons unable to 
pay the new 'indirect taxes' turn to 
less desirable means of getting their 
basic needs met. The end result of 
governments trying to "reduce" 
"public debt" by cutting social 



programs, is to give us, the public 
the debt that was (and is) property the 
government responsibility. 

Some might pose one or both 
of the following questions in reply to 
this analysis of so called "debt 
reduction": One, is not the "public 
debt" is the public's responsibility 
anyways? And two, maybe we cannot 
afford to have social programs? In 
reply to the first question, I am 
generally in agreement with the idea 
that "public debt" is the public's 
responsibility, but not going so far as 
to say that members of the public 
bear this burden individually.

off'W^emie, at rates of about 40%, 
like amy middle income earners 
•ftfesently do). ^ 

In repW to the second 
question, I contesqS that we would ask 
not "whether" «« can afford to have 
social prograjffs?" The practical 
coii^equenflfi of doing without, as 
we ll ^fl <rrealizing the positive 
Sntnbution they have made to the 
well being of our society, makes 
negative answers unrealistic, and at 
best, abstract. The answer must be 
that "we cannot afford not to have 
them." 

If debt reductionists want 
their hoax to end anytime soon they 
can stop their 'programs' of cutting 
social programs, putting people out 
of work, and reduce the debt by some 
means other than compromising the 
well being of people and evading the 
whole problem.

"Every class struggle is a 
political struggle" wrote Karl Marx 
and Frederik Engels. This is a topic 
that I have avoided all year and I'm 
finally going to treat it. 

When writing the basis for 
socialism, Marx and Engels used class 
struggles to explain just about every 
problem mankind has faced.

Added to this is that doctors are not 
our slaves and should not be 
compelled to provide service because 
some liberal tells them society is more 
important than their rights.

Why 
should we consult with any special 
interest group as to our advertising 
inserts? Would the Women's Centre 
be surprised to know that not all 
students on campus are pro-choice, 
but rather, some are pro-life. We 
believe that these students have a

right to see their beliefs within the 
paper that they also pay for. 

It is interesting to note that 
the Women's Centre asks for 
tolerance and acceptance of others' 
beliefs, but when it came to the 
printing of views that were not their 
own, they were anything but tolerant. 
A double-standard? Not here at good 
ol' LU. The double-standard might 
be that the Women's Centre is taking 
four pages of your paper and not 
paying advertising rates for them. 
This could be considered favoritism 
by some. 

Another argument is that 
women on campus might be faced 
with this extremely difficult decision. 
We don' t believe that this supplement 
should affect any such decision. If 
anyone has walked by any of the 
abortion clinics in Toronto, you'll 
understand how this ad is nothing 
compared to the harassment that 
happens in front of those place by 
pro-lifers.

The Women's 
Centre complained that women on 
campus who have undergone the 
procedure might be faced with guilt 
and remorse because of these photos. 
We feel this is an unreasonable claim. 
Because these photos are rather 
mainstream, is it reasonable to believe 
that women who have had abortions 
are now closing themselves into their 
homes and not Uving forfear of seeing 
babies or children and being reminded 
of the choice they made? If the choice 
was made freely, there should be no 
guilt or remorse. Abortion is not an 
easily made choice; many women 
have agonized over what they want 
to do in such a situation. But, for 
those women who have made this 
choice, it was the right one for them. 
And last week's supplement should 
in no way make anyone feel guilty, 
but rather should reinforce the fact 
that a proper decision was made. 

The Women's Centre has 
asked us to place their own 
supplement, discussing the pro- 
choice side. This is fine and you'll 
find it in the pages of this paper. 
Maybe now, we can continue the 
debate on this very controversial 
issue. We believe that neither side 
will back down and that this won' t be 



resolved in our lifetime. 

The Centre has also asked if 
we would print an apology. This is 
still baffling us. Why would we print 
an apology for printing an ad that is in 
no way graphic or offensive. The 
Centre, rather than attacking Lambda, 
should be taking their complaints to 
the Sudbury Chapter of Right to Life. 
Maybe they're upset the the Pro- 
Lifers thought of advertising with us, 
sort of beat them to the punch. 
Interesting idea. 

The Pro-choice supplement 
was not in the same issue as the Pro- 
life ad for one simple reason: we felt 
that the Pro-choice supplement (not 
colour, no pictures) would have gotten 
lost within the pages while the Pro- 
life supplement (with full colour and 
photos) would have had the same 
impact it had last week. We wanted 
readers to focus on both issues, not on 
one in particular because it had the 
photos and colour. 

The most important thing 
for people to realize is that now the 
discussion about this issue has begun.

to promote discussion about 
controversial and difficult topics? 

There have been calls for us 
to shut down. This would be a great 
disservice to students. For the first 
time in many years, Lambda has 
become a place where all views can 
come together. We believe that 
smdents, while they might not agree 
with everything we print, once they 
consider the alternative, would 
support a paper where opinions are 
important, regardless of whether or 
not they agree with them. As staff on 
one of the campus papers, it is quite 
difficult to keep our own beliefs and 
opinions out of the copy that is going 
out to the students. Lambda is not a 
place for particular causes dear to a 
small handful of people but rather a 
forum for all students to express their 
views. Would students support a 
paper that became a mouthpiece for 
one particular group, association or 
club? Not likely.

Friday, March 15, 1996, a 
group of stiUdents, professors and 
staff attended an emergency meeting 
to address the issue of the paid 
advertisement included in the March 
14 issue of Lambda: "She's a Child 
- Canada". These next four pages 
dedicated to the issue of Pro-Choice, 
are a direct result of our outrage and 
dismay that such an advertisement 
found its way into the Laurentian 
University student newspaper. 
Adding to the problematic nature of 
the advertisement is the fact that 
upon presenting the controversial 
issue of abortion, the newspaperdid 
not even attempt to give both sides 
of the story in the same issue. 

After being approached by 
Pro-Choice advocates and other 
concerned people on campus. 
Lambda left it to us to fill the pages 
as we saw fit by a Sunday deadline 
(roughly three days time). We felt 
responsible for ensuring that the 
abortion issue be dealt with 
adequately. 

Although Lambda 

informed those concerned that they 
had always intended to cover Pro- 
Choice in the next edition of the 
paper, this was not indicated 
anywhere in the March 1 4 edition of 
the paper. 

Those who have 
contributed to these four pages on 
Pro-Choice condenm the decision 
to include the Campaign Life 
Coalition paid advertisement in the 
March 1 4, 1 996, issue of the student 
newspaper. Although Lambda 
claims this is about the freedom of 



speech of anti-choice groups. 



nowhere in society is the freedom of 
speech of anti-choice groups denied. 
The real issue is about responsibility 
in relation to advertising. Lambda has 
made an editorial mistake in providing 
concrete support to an anti-choice 
group, which has had detrimental 
effects on many women on campus. 
Who is the Campaign Life Coalitionl 
The Campaign Life Coalition is one of 
the more militant and political part of 
the mainstream Canadian "Right to 
Life" movement. It is not the same 
organization as the "Right To Life" 
Association. In fact, many of the 
members of this right wing 
organization not only advocate the 
abolition of a woman's right to 
abortion, they also are associated with 
anti-feminist and anti-gay and anti- 
lesbian groups. For more details on 
this see the following article. 

The Campaign Life Coalition 
insert represents pregnancy as an 
entirely female issue. Nowhere in the 
twelve page colour insert is there any 
mention of men's role in parenthood, 
ormen's relationship tochildren. This 
sexist approach to pregnancy denies 
men's involvement in pregnancy, and 
paints a degrading picture of women 
who have had abortions as monsters. 
Why is this insert entitled "She's a 
Child not a 'Choice'"? The Campaign 
Life Coalition refers to the fetus as 
female throughout the insert. What 
about male fetus? 

The Campaign Life 
Coalition is anti-women. 
It wants to abolish abortion in order to 
control women's bodies, but as the 
1 988 Supreme Court decision upholds: 
"The right to decide what is done with 



or to one's body is a fundamental 
human right ... If the pregnant woman 
does not have the right to decide 
whether her body is to be used to 
nurture a new life - if someone else 
can force her to cany a fetus to term 
against her will -then she is less than 
human" according to Canada's 
Charter of Rights (Freedom of 
Choice, CARAL). Campaign Life 
Coalition openly states that incest 
and sexual assault survivors, as well 
as all womenregardlessof their health 
/ economic situation / age / human 
rights, should be prohibited from 
having abortions. 

Among many of the 
unfounded and contentious 
statements made in Campaign Life 
Coalition's insert we have chosen a 
few to respond to directly: 

- they state that abortion, rather than 
the baby boom, is the cause of our 
aging population. 

- they imply that in the case of ectopic 
pregnancies women should die rather 
than abort. 

- they state that women are rendered 
powerless by having the right to 
control their own bodies. 

- they state that violence in general 
and child abuse in 

particular are caused by abortion, 
thereby obscuring the actual social 
roots of violence and child abuse. 

- they state that funding for abortion 
clinics is a cause of health-care cuts 
rather than government funding 
cutbacks. 

The other side of the 
abortion issue is Pro-Choice.

THE CHOICE TO CHOOSE WHAT 
IS RIGHT FOR YOU. If a woman 
confronted with pregnancy 
approached a Pro-Choice 
organization, unsure of what her 
choices were, or what choice she 
should make, the organization would 
supply her with information on the 
centres in town that deal with 
pregnancy crises. Right to Life 
centres. Family planning centres, 
support groups for unplanned 
pregnancy and single-parenthood, 
information on adoption, information 
on abortions, etc., depending on what 
she asks for. Whether the issue is 
pregnancy, abuse, sexual assault, etc., 
in no way do Pro-Choice 
organizations or Pro-Choice 
advocates try to influence a person's 



decision, they only supply the person 
with as much information as possible 
on the available choices to make an 
informed decision. Pro-choice groups 
not only support a woman's right to 
choose on abortion but also are 
opposed to forced sterilization and 
are trying to create the best conditions 
for women to have the children they 
wish to have. 

I hope readers will be 
satisfied with the information 
gathered to present the other side of 
the abortion issue. Those involved, 
and there were many people working 
hard on this, have tried to address as 
many of the issues at stake as possible.

Safety of Abortion 



Abortion is a safe, minor medical operation. However, it has 
not always been such a low risk procedure. Before 1969 when abortion 
was illegal in Canada, many women dies or experiences serious 
medical problems after having "back-alley" abortions or attempting to 
induce abortions on themselves. Many women were treated in hospital 
emergency rooms because they suffered from serious side-effects 
such as perforated uterus, retained placenta, severe bleeding, cervical 
injury, rampant infection, shock and gangrene. 

Since legalization, women have benefited from greateraccess 
to high-quality professional services, as well as significant advances 
in medical technology. Today, legal abortion is considered to be a low- 
risk procedure which does not cause long-term health problems. 

The overall complication rate for abortion is Canada is at an 
all-time low of 1 .2 per cent; for first-trimester abortion, the rate goes 
down to 0.6 per cent. A comparison of the mortality rate for to other 
common types of surgery with that for abortion indicates that a first- 
trimester abortion is safer than an injection of penicillin, twice as safe 
as a tonsillectomy, and 100 times safer than an appendectomy. U.S. 
data indicates that a woman is 25 times more likely to die from 
pregnancy and childbirth than from a legal abortion.

Abortion Is Not Murder 

Argument: 

" The embryo is human 

and alive, therefore abortion 

is murder." 

Response: 

1) An embryo or fetus is a living 
organism of the species Homo 
sapiens. But so is every human egg 
and sperm cell. There is a difference 
between being genetically "human" 
and being a person in the moral sense. 

According to the Canadian 
Medical Association's Committee 
on Ethics, the possession of certain 
capacities has become widely 
accepted as necessary for a person to 
exist. Specifically, a nervous system 
capable of some level of self- 
awareness and conscious perception 
("sapient cognitive awareness"). 

An embryo or fetus at the 
early stage at which abortions in 
Canada are customarily performed 
has no consciousness or self- 
awareness — its rudimentary body 
predates a mind. According to die 
Canadian Medical Association's 
Committee on Ethics, it has not yet 
met the criteria for personhood that 
must be met by all other human 
beings. 

2) Most people treat babies 
differently from fetuses, and late 
fetuses differently from early ones. 
As former Supreme Court of Canada 
Justice Bertha Wilson pointed out is 
R. V. Morgantaler, miscarriage often 
has a different meaning when it 
occurs in the first or second month of 
pregnancy (when it may not even be 
noticed), than when it occurs in the 
fifth or sixth month. Most people 
recognize that fetuses become closer 
to being human in a moral sense as 
they come closer to birth. 

3) Through our laws, our society 
formally recognizes the moral 
distinction between potential and 
actual people. In Canada the law is 
clear: legally a fetus is not a person 
until it has been bom. This was 
recently confirmed by the Supreme 
Court of Canada in its decisions in 
Daigle and Sullivan and LeMay. And 
abortion is legal. 



Informed Consent 
Argument: 

"Women would t^ot 
have abortions if they realized 
what they were doing. We 
need laws to require "informed 
consent" to abortion" 

Response: 

1 ) The anti-abortion lobby is seeking 
laws which would force doctors to 
discourage women from having 
abortions, no matter what the 
woman's circumstances. The 
proposed laws would require women 
to undergo a biased counseling 
process focusing on the fetus, 
emphasizing the option of adoption, 
and misrepresenting abortion as 
unsafe. 

These proposed changes are 
not designed to help women make 
informed choices, but to discourage 
them from having abortions. In 
addition, they would deny abortion 
patients their doctors best medical 
judgment, care and support, cause 
women increased stress and anxiety, 
and likely delay some abortions until 
later in pregnancy. 

2) True informed consent is already a 
well-established and well-respected 
part ofabortion care today. Informed 
consent is a legal requirement 
applying to anyone obtaining any 
medical procedure. Informed consent 
means that a patient has been given 
enough information about the medical 
procedure's risks, complications and 
alternatives to make a safe and healthy 
decision about it. 

3) During the informed consent 
process we have now, women are 
told how an abortion is done and 
about the risks, complications and 
alternatives. They are given answers 
to theirquestions. Abortion providers 
make sure each patient is certain about 
her decision; any woman who is not 
is referred for decision-counseling. 

4) The Canadian Medical 
Associations Policy on Induced 
Abortion states that the abortion 
decision "is made after conscientious 
examination of all other options. . .The 
patient should be provided with the 
option of full and immediate

counseling services in the event of 
unwanted pregnancy" 

5) Current legal requirements and 
medical standards ensure that women 
are provided with accurate and 
unbiased information about their 
health care options. We know that 
our current informed consent practice 
works because studies show that 
women who have had an abortion 
remain satisfied with their choice. 

6) The proposed laws are based on 
the false premise that women who 
have decided to have an abortion 
need to be saved from their own 
decision. Studies show that women 
don't regret their abortion decisions. 
On the other hand, the decision to 
have children, which has far greater 
consequences to the individual and 
the community, is not legally inferred 
with in any way. 

The Truth About Breast 

Cancer 

Argument: 

"Abortion causes breast 

cancer." 

Response: 

1) Breast cancer is a very complex 
disease, and researchers don't know 
what causes it. At this point, there is 
not enough evidence about the effects 
of an abortion on the risk of breast 
cancer to produce any scientific 
consensus. 

2) Studies investigating whether 
abortion affects the risk for breast 
cancer have shown conflicting results: 
some studies have shown no 
association, some have shown 
positive associations, and others have 
shown inverse associations. 
Scientists say that it is difficult to 
reach definitive conclusions from 
these studies because of the 
inconsistency of results, the 
inaccuracies in reporting of both 
spontaneous and induced abortion, 
the failure tocontrol for otherfac tors, 
as well as other problems in research 
design which affect results. 

The largest — and most 



comprehensive — study to date is a 
30-year Swedish study of 49,000 
women, which found no overall risk 
of breast cancer after an induced 
abortion. Likewise, a 1994 Harvard 
study of data from several countries 
concluded "these results do not 
support a large overall association 
between abortion and breast cancer. 

3) When a study does find a difference 
in risk, it is small in epidemiological 
terms. The difference in risk in a 
recent Seattle study, if found to be 
true, would mean that the annual rate 
of newly occurring breast cancer in a 
40 year old woman who has had an 
abortion would be about 1 .9 par 1 000, 
as opposed to about 1.28 in 1000 if 
she had not had an abortion. The 
more recent Harvard study concluded 
that any overall relation between 
abortion and risk of breast cancer is 
likely to be weak at most. 

4) Some anti-abortion organizations 
have worked hard to stir up fears that 
abortion causes breast cancer, even 
though this claim has not been proven . 
Anti-choice activists don't support 
abortion, whether it is safe or not. 
When they proclaim that abortion 
should be banned because it might be 
linked to breast cancer, they are using 
this issue to further their legal agenda 
— preventing women from having 
legal choices about how to deal with 
unplanned pregnancies. 

5) According to the Journal of the 
National Cancer Institute, "whatever 
future results show, the decision to 
continue or terminate an unplanned 
pregnancy will still need to be based 
on a balanced consideration of the 
entire range of relevant issues — 
personal ethical considerations, the 
desire for a child, the ability to care 
for it, and the total health implications 
of continued pregnancy versus 
induced abortion. 

Rape and Incest 

Argument: 

"Abortion should only be 

allowed for rape and incest" 



Response: ^ 

1) This argument says, in effect, if 
you enjoyed sex you cannot have an 
abortion but if you did not enjoy it (as 
in cases of rape and incest) you can. 
It's a very shaky argument because it 
reveals those who make it to be 
punishers. It also demolishes the 
argument that every fetus has equal 
value because it places less value on 
a fetus conceived through rape or 
incest. That is why hard-line 
opponents of abortion would not 
allow abortion for any reason. 

Argument: 

"Rape prevents conception 

because of the trauma. 

Therefore we shouldn 't worry 

about rape victims when 

making our abortion 

decisions." 

Response: 

1) Any rape crisis centre can refute 

this argument. American studies 

reveal that from 2% to 5.4% of rape 

victims become pregnant. 

Argument: 

"Abortion should not be 
permitted for rape because it 
is wrong to "punish a child for 
the sin of the father."

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What Are The Facts About Unwanted Pregnancy? 



I 



The Risk of Unwanted Pregnancy 

Almost all women between 
the ages of 1 3 and 50 share some risk 
of unwanted pregnancy. 

Each year over 90% of 
sexually active women will succeed 
in preventing unwanted pregnancy 
during each menstrual cycle, 
approximately 8% a year will fail.' 
That small percentage means that 
hundreds of thousands of Canadian 
women will experience an unplanned 
pregnancy each year. 

These unplanned 

pregnancies constitute approximately 
40% of all pregnancies which occur 
to Canadian women. (For teenage 
pregnancies, the percentage is higher.) 

Why do unwanted pregnanies 
occur? 

Usually unplanned 

pregnancies occur when 
contraception fails or people fail to 
use it effectively. 

*A11 current methods of 
contraception, especially barrier 
methods, will fail to prevent 
pregnancy for a certain percentage of 
users (see chart). 

♦Ignorance, embarassment, sexual 
abuse or violence may lead people to 
rely on ineffective methods of 
avoiding pregnancy 
♦Restrictive moral or religious 
teaching about sexuality, 
contraception or fertility can also lead 
people to not use effective methods 
of avoiding pregnancy 
Barriers To Contraceptive Usage: 

The proper use of effective 
contraception is at least a four-step 
process: planningforitsuse;obtaining 
it; talking with one ' s partner about its 
use and making sure its used on every 
occassion. 

Why people don't always use 
contraceptives: 

♦they have trouble acknowledging 
that they are sexually active and that 
an unwanted pregnancy could happen 
to them 

♦alcohol and drug use can impair 
judgement 

♦some men are often not aware of, or 
do not accept equal responsibility for 
the use of contraception 
♦contraceptives cost money and some 
require a prescription 
'♦some religions oppose the use of 
contraceptives 

♦some schools and families still do 
not provide adequate sexual health 
education 

Coping With An Unwanted 
Pregnancy 

Not all unplanned 
pregnancies are unwanted. 
Sometimes an unplanned pregnancy 
is easily accepted by the woman or 
couple involved. They feel willing 
and able to make the necessary 
adjustments for parenting. 

Other women feel unable to 
accept an unintended pregnacy or to 
go through with a (sometimes wanted) 
pregnancy under unhappy 
circumstances. Circumstances which 
make pregnancy difficult commonly 
include: not being ready to raise a 
child, problems with (or absence of) 
a male partner, poverty, lack of social 
support, the need to care for other 
young children, the need to get an 
education or keep a job, health 



problems, the diagnosis of fetal 
abnormalities and pregnancy by rape 
or incest. 

Options 

A woman faced with an 
unwanted pregnancy may arrive at a 
decision on her own or with her 
partner. Or she may find talking to a 
friend, family member or a counsellor 
helpful. 

There are three possible options for a 
woman facing an unwanted 
pregnancy: 

♦childbearing and motherhood 
♦childbearing and adoption 
♦abortion 

All three of these choices could have 
life-long implications. Not one is easy. 
The decision must be made by the 
woman involved. It has to be based 
on her needs and hopes, on what she 
thinks is right for her. Professional 
decision-counselling seeks no 
predetermined outcome but 
encourages a woman to explore all 
the possible alternatives.

How To Get Help If You Have A 
Crisis Pregnancy 

Most women consider 
talking to someone close to them. 
Talking over the possiblities can help 
you sort out your ideas and thoughts. 
You may want to talk to your partner, 
your parents, a relative or a friend. 
Find someone you trust who you think 
will support you- whatever decision 
you make. Or talk confidentially 
with a counsellor at a family planning 
clinic. 

Not all services that provide 
help to pregnant women will support 
a woman's decision to consider 
abortion. If you are pregnant and 
considering an abortion as one of 
your options, make sure that you seek 
help from a service that will help you 
consideraHofyour options. Services 
sponsored by Right-to-Life and/or 
Birthright do not support a woman's 
choice to consider abortion. 

This is an important 
decision. You want to make sure that 
you are receiving counselling that is 
supportive, provides accurate 
information and is non-judgemental. 

Seek help early. If your 
choice is abortion it is important to 
try and have the operation within the 
first 1 2 weeks of your pregnancy.

You will need a referral 
from a physician to be considered for 
the operation. You can get a referral 
from the medical counselling serv ices 
at the Sudbury District Health Unit or 
the Health Services on campus. You 
can also see your family physician. 



If you are unable to access 
services in Sudbury, you can seek 
help in Toronto or other centres in the 
province. Foradetailed list of services 
call the Family Planning Clinic at the 
Sudbury and District Health Unit. 

The Situation in Sudbury is Bleak: 

We have limited access to abortion 
services in Sudbury now, but: 
♦there is only one hospital that allows 
abortions to be performed- but 
Memorial Hospital is scheduled to 
disappear under current plans for 
hospital restructuring 
♦to date there have been no plans 
announced to ensure that abortion 
services will be continued to be 
delivered under the new hospital 
structure 

♦there is only one physician who 
performs abortions and he is close to 
retirement age 

♦the conditions for qualifying for an 
abortion in Sudbury are restrictive: it 
must be the woman's first abortion 
and the operation must be performed 
within the first twelve weeks of the 
pregnancy 

It's important that students and other 
community members stand up for 
these services when the new hospital 
structure is announced.

If your partner, friend or 
daughter is experiencing an unwanted 



pregnancy, she will need your support 

whatever her decision. This is hard 

because many of us have strong 

feelings and values about this type of 

situation. Your first thoughts should 

be for her: what are her feelings, 

beliefs and ideas about this pregnancy . 

You want to help her make the 

decision that is best for her . 

Here are some useful guidelines to 

follow: 

♦Never underestimate the effect that 

you have on her, both positive and 

negative. Remember, she has chosen 

to confide in you so let her know you 

accept and love her.

STATISTICS 

Aldiough there is no current 
national data, indications are that 
about half of Canadian women faced 
with an unintended pregnancy today 
choose to carry on with the pregnancy 
and raise the child. Many more young, 
single women are choosing to keep 
their children when in the past they 
might have chosen to place them for 
adoption. As a result, the adoption 
rate in Canada has gone down 
steadily. Today only about 2% of 
pregnant single women- mostly 
teenagers between the ages of 15-19 
choose abortion. In 1993 there were 
104,000 abortion performed in 
Canada, a rate of 27% per 1 (X) births. 
This rate is slightly higher than in 
previous years, in part because of the 
poor economy.

When I saw last week's edition of Lambda, I knew that I had to 
write something. I found the insert included in the paper to be very 
upsetting for me, both as a woman, and as an individual. You see, I am 
a woman who has to make the decision of abortion. I am now twenty-one 
years old and have lived with my decision for a year and a half. I am an 
average Laurentian student, and you would not recognize me as being 
"different" if you saw me on the street. I am not branded with any letter 
for the decision I made. 

When I was nineteen, I has just finished one year of university, 
and found out that I was pregnant. My boyfriend and I talked for many 
hours about our options, but in our personal situation, we could not see 
having achild at that time. AS, we made the decision that we thought was 
best for us — we chose abortion. Or rather, I chose abortion. This was 
my decision to make, and his to support if he felt able to, which he did. 
1 arranged to go out of town, for in my Ontario town many people would 
find out, despite the supposed "confidentiality" of hospital workers. And 
I did not feel that it was anybody's business but my own; I still don't feel 
that it is anyone's business but my own unless I choose to tell them. 

Do I regret my decision? No, I do not. What I regret is the fact 
that I put myself in a simation where I had to make a decision. I got 
pregnant, plain and simple. I chose the option that I felt best for myself 
And I am glad that the option of abortion was there for me, and for the 
other women that have needed it. Do I belie ve that I terminated what could 
have been a life. Yes, I dobelievefliat I terminated a life. However, I also 
believe that if the being that was developing had a soul, then that soul did 
not die at the time of termination. That soul was taken back to wherever 
it came from, and will be bom into a life where it is wanted and can be 
given the best possible life. I could not give a new life everything that it 
needed, and I hope that someone else can. 

I always wonder what someone who had an abortion looked like 
- would they be any different? When I saw other women in that clinic, 
they were not much different from me. Some were older, some were 
younger, some were different colours, but all in all, they were very much 
like me. We were pregnant and could not bring that life into the world. 
When I look in the mirror, I am not that much different than any of you. 
When I look in the mirror, I have my answer.

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When dealing with such large and emotional issues like the 
abortion debate, it is a powerful tool to put a personal face to the facts and 
statistics that get thrown out at us. Gerri Santoro is one of these women. 
In order for Gerri not to become just another impersonal, faceless statistic, 
her loved ones tell Gerri's story. 

In 1 973, Robreta Brandes Gratz wrote an article in Ms. magazine 
entitled 'Never Again'. With her article she placed the gruesome coroners 
picture of a naked women crouched on a floor full of blood. This women 
was Gerri, and that picture became a symbol of what happens to women 
when there is no safe and legal access to abortions. When Gerri's sister 
Leona found out that Gerri 's picture had become an icon for the pro-choice 
movement she was at first upset. Then as time went on she realized how 
important her picture was. It was to let people know who Gerri was and 
how come her life had to end so tragically. 

It was the 1960's, and abortion was illegal in the United States. 
Gerri had got married to a man she had only known a short time. He turned 
out to be a physically abusive man, so Gerri left him. She took her two 
small daughters from their home in California, to go live with her family 
in Connecticut. She started a new life. In 1964, at the age of 27, Gerri 
became pregnant by her boyfriend. She also learned that her ex-husband 
was coming to visit their two daughters. Gerri was terrified of what he 

would do when he found 
out she was pregnant. 
She feared he would kill 
her or get custody of 
theirtwochildren. Gerri 
felt her only option was 
an abortion. So her 
boyfriend got 

instructions from a 
doctor on how the 
procedure was done. In 
a motel room he tried to 
give Gerri an abortion 
but something went 
wrong, and he left Gerri 
alone in that motel room 
to bleed to death on the 
floor. The next day she 
was found by a 
chambermaid. Gerri's 
picture has come to 
symbolize the fate all 
women could encounter 
if abortion was made 
illegal. Gerri's story 
also lets us see the hole 
that is left in the lives of 
Gerri's loved ones.

"Too 
many students try to measure their 
fun by how much money they can 
spend rather than budgeting and 
exploring the country creatively." 

Gil's formula for reducing 
majorexpenses is simple: the traveler 
should possessenthusiasm, an interest 
in meeting the people, learn to trust 
people, and more importantly, be 
willing to return the hospitality by 
performing simple chores, such as 
washing dishes, babysitting, or by 
offering gifts such as stamps, t-shirts, 
or cassette tapes. This 'trade-off 
allows the traveler not only to reduce 
the costs, but more importantly, gain 
greater insight and understanding of 
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the people and the country. 

Europe on 84 cents a Day is 
back by popular demand, revised and 
updated for the nineties and is the 
most creative and adventurous travel 
book to come along in years — unhke 
other travel books that offer only the 
nuts and bolts of travel (hotel and 
restaurant addresses, museum 
opening times). 

The author also presents 
many methods that female travelers 
can employ to stay safe, while still 



having as much fun as the guys. 
Among his precautions are taking 
advantage of university ride boards, 
cycling, or using companies that 
arrange rides for you. 

"The biggest mistake you 
can make is to buy a Eurail pass for 
the entire trip.

Hebrew and Arabic terms are even 
included.
